ROYAL NUPTIALS. 


MARRIAGE OF THE DANISH PRINCESS TETRA TO 
THE DUKE OF CUMBERLAND. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribus 

New York, Dec. 21.—The last of the King of 
Denmark’s daughters was married to-day, the 
Princess Thyra Amalia Caroline Charlotte Anne 
espousing Prince Ernest Augustus William 
Adolphus George Frederick, “King of Hau- 
over and Duke of Cumberland. 

The ceremony was a very quiet one, owing 
to the recent death of the bride’s uncle (brother 
of the King of Denmark), and the Princess 
Louise of Hesse, sister of her brother-in-law, 
the Prince of Wales, and tothe fact that the 
groom is in mourning for his father, the late 
King of Hanover, who died at Paris in July. 
It was performed at 8 p. m., according to the 
rites of the Lutheran Church, by Dr. H. L. 
Martensen, Bishop of Zealand, iu the Church of 
the Castle of Christiansborg. The palace is on 
a small island, reached by several bridges from 
the city, and is not yet complete, though it has. 
been in use since 1828; it stands on a site occu- 
pied by castles or Royal palces since 1168. Colos- 
sal bronzes—one by Thorwaldsen—decorate the 
tacade; aud his famous frieze representing the 
entry of Alexander into Babylon is in the 
ante-room of the Riddersal, or banqueting hall. 

THE ROYAL CHAPEL, 

or Slote-Kirken, in which the ceremony was 
performed, is a prettily decorated but not de- 
culiarly notable building. It was intended that 
the marriage should take place at the Royal cas-_ 
tle of Fredensborg, about thirty miles 2 
but this plan was abandoned in mF 
the residents of the Capital to see the | 3 
The Princess was plainly dressed in white silk, 
with diamond jewelry, and the Duke wore the 
uniform of an English General, with the Order 
of the Garter and the star of the (Danish) Order. 
of the Elephant. The Prince of Wales, as head 
of the Guelph family, was present and acted as 
his cousin’s best man. After the ceremony, 
there was a grand wedding-banquet at Amalian- 
borg, the present residence of the Royal family, 
and then the Duke and his wife set out for the 
Palace of Fredensborg, the summer residence 
of the Royal family. It is not a particulariy 
famous or beautiful building, but it hasa perk,

THE MOST BEAUTIFUL IN THE WORLD, 
with spiendid avenues, lovely flower-peds, 
sculptures, anfl exquisite views of Lake Esrom. . 
It was first intended that the happy couple 
should proceed to England a few days after 
Christmas, then that they should spend the 
winter at the Duke’s Palace of Gmunden, near 
Vienna, but subsequently it was decided to re- 
main at Copenhagen all winter, and the Yellow 
Palace has been fitted up as their residence. | 

The groom, Prince Ernest Augustus William 
Adolphus George Frederick, Prince of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
third Duke of Cumberland and Tewiotdale, 
Eari of Armagh, and King of Hanover. was 
born Sept? 21. 1845, being the grandson of King’ 
Ernest (a son of George III. and uncle of Queen 
Victoria), the Duke of Cumberland whom the 
Orangemen had some thought of putting on 
the throne nearly fifty vears ago.

THE TREASURY. 
ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC MARRB’S NEST. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 21.—The sensation 
which the Democratic papers are attempting to 
make from the large balances of Government 
funds shown by Secretary Sherman’s letter of 
vesterday to have been to the credit of the First 
National Bank of New York arises from a mis- 
understanding of the system of the Treasury 
bookkeeping. Ihe large balances reported do 
not, as a matter of fact, represent so much coin 
in possession of the banks, and Mr. Hewitt, who 
is nothing if not a business ma, ought to have 
known it. The entire business which this 
vast sum represents is confined to the 
exchange of 4 per cert bonds for 
6 per cent bonds. No coin is needed, and very 
little is used. The bonds issued are charged as 
having been sold for coin, and in the fina) set- 
tlement the 6 per cent bonds redeemed by ex- 
change are charged as having been purchased 
with coin. On the books of the Department the 
transaction appears,and must necessary appear, 
as having been completed 
ON A COIN 4818. 
The amount could have been kept in mo otber 
way. Asa matter of fact, however. scarcely 
any coin passes. The calls made from time to 
time for outstanding 6 per cent bonds are 
based upon the subscription for 4 per cents 
made by the banks. When the called 
bonds become due they must be surrendered by 
the banks in exchange for the 4 per cents issued 
to them, or the banks must make good their 
sudscription in coin, in order that the called 
bonds, when presented by other persons, may 
be redeemed. In the refunding. of the 6 per 
cents the First National Bank of New York was 
the principal American member of the Syndi- 
cate. That bank sometimes subscribed a mill 
iou dollars daily. These subscriptions, under 
circular issued to all banks last January, it Was 
not necessary to make good until 
NINETY DAYS FROM DATS, 
the Government not being required to redeem 
the called bonds until that time. Yet, on the 
first of the pimety days, if the First Nacional 
Bauk subscribed for one million bonds, a cer- 
tificate ior that amount is Crawn to the order 
of the United States Treasurer and sent to 
Washington, and $1,000,000 is charged againat 
the bank of the Treasurer’s books. Bonds to 
that amount are forwarded to the Sub-Treasury 
at New York to be delivered tothe First Na- 
tional Bauk upon receipt by the Sub-Treasurer 
for those of a corresponding ainount in coin or 
called ‘onds. Tue First National Bank 
“EVER RECEIVED A DOLLAR 
of the 4 ver cuts efcept for a dollar in coin or 
a dollar in cancd bonds. The Government 
keeps of the new bonds until it gets 
an equivalent for them in coiu or called bonds. 
Meantime duriog this vinety-days’ period the 
banks are collecting the called bonds. This 
transaction happeos daily, and accounts for the 
very large apparent coin Dalauce to the credit of 
the First National bank; yet the Democracy are 
trying to make a case of impeachment out of it 
against Secretary Sherman, It simply is part 
of the routine business of the funding —- 
and is the only way in which the Treasury cou!

MEXICO. 
MINISTER FOSTER’S STATEMENTS CONFIRMED BY 
A LETTER FROM A FORMER MINISTER. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasuaineton, D. C., Dec. 19.—There has been 
received and presented in the Senate a memo- 
rial from the Northwestern Manufacturers“ As- 
sociation relativeto the proposed trip to Mer- 
ica, in which the recent letter of Minister Foster 
upon the commercial relations between the 
United States and Mexico is declared to be with- 
out foundation, and in conflict with all other in- 
formation received by the State Department 
upon the same subject. It happens that the 
Northwestern Manufacturers’ Association are 
wrong in their facts. In looking over some old 
State Department papers recently, I tind that, 
as long ago as 1870, Thomas H. Nelson, of In- 
diana, then Minister to Mexico, wrote a letter to 
the State Department similar to the recent let- 
ter of Minister Foster. The following is a copy 


of that letter: 

LEGATION OF THE Unitep States, Mexico, Nov. 
4. 1870.—Sin* In compliance with the instructions 
contained in the circular from the Department of 
State, dated the 19th of August last, Ihave the 
honor to submit the following tacts and considera- 
tions respecting the present state of commercial 
intercourse between the United States and Mexico, 
presem prostrate condition of 

American intérests here, and means which might 
probably be efficaciousiy employed by our Govern- 
— — to Dring about @ more prosperous state of 
affairs. 

On the ist of August, 1869, I addressed a conf- 
dential circular to ail the American Consuls and 
Consular Agents residing in the Republic of Mexi- 
co, requesting trem to furnish me with data con- 
cerning the political and material condition of tbe 
States in witich they respectively reside. Replies 
were received from most of these officers, and cop- 
ies of several interesting and valuabie communica- 
tions were transmitted by this Legation to tne State 
Department in the closing months of 1869 and the 
earlier portion of the present year. I respectfully 
suggest nat a collation of these documents will 
furnten data upon many of the points covered by 
the Senate resolution. 

As the chief practical inference from so many 
communications, and from my own observation, 
experience, and ingqaifies, I may state that the 
present commercial intercourse between the United 
States and Mexico is in a state of the utmost pros- 
tration and decadence. The reports of our Consuis 
are Unanimous upon this point. In this city, which 
is oue of the largest in Spanish America, thejnu mber 
of American mercantiie houses does pot exceed 
two or three, and the total number of American 
residents is but a rcore or two. The same is the

Undoubtedly, under favorable circumstances. 
something may be accomphshed diplomatically to 
piace the commerce of the United States upona 
more favorable footing as toward the Mexican 
revenue system. By the continuance of the wise 
policy of giving moral aid and coantenance to 
the present liberal and patriotic Government of 
mexico, we shali also contribute to the rapid de- 
velopment of that energetic protection to life and 
property which is of such urgent necessity, and 
wmch this Government is doing ali in its power to 
establisn. 

In the live of active promotion of American in- 
terests in Mexico, I know of nothing more import- 
ant do be consulted than the facility and rapidity of 
intercouimunication oy means of railway and 
steamship lines, and telegraphs, both as between 
the two countries, and as within the extensive 

Mexican territories, where the almost total absence 
of good means of communication is proverbial. 
However desirable American colonization may be 
to Mexico, and to our interests, it cannot be effect- 
udlly promoted in any other way. The construc- 
tion of railways, then, through the State of Texas, 
and the Territories of New Mexico and Arizona, 
to the Mexican frontier, is an object of the first 
importance for the interests to which this inquiry 
is directed. When such roads once exist to the 
frontier, the Mexican Government will undoubt- 
edly make great efforts to promote their extension 
through tue vast State—fabulously rich in mines 
and in agricultural wealth—of her northern zone. 
The unfrienaly legislation under the name of Zona 
Libre, and other burdensome clogs upon our com- 
merce, would then uaturally disappear. 

The growing prosperity of our Southern States, 
and especially the gratifying progress of the Port 
of New Orleans. is destined to exert aspeedy and 
beneficial influence u our Commerce with Mex- 
ico. itis worthy of inquiry whether our Govern- 
ment might not properly do something in aid of 
toe re-establishment of lines of steamshivs from 
New Orleans to the Mexican ports of the Gulf. 

Finally, everything which promotes a knowledge 
in detail of the vast but undeveloped resources of 
the several States of Mexico will exert a poweriual 
influence for good in the desired direction. The 
speedy construction of the Tehuantepec Railroad 
will de an inestimable boon to the increasing ¢om- 
munity of interest between the two Republics. 
The survey about to be made of that Isthmus. 
by an expedition under 
American Navy Department, will, if success- 
fal in ite object of establishing the 
feasibility of inter-oceanic navigation, do more 
than anything else that could be suggested to excite 
in our commercial houses that interest and curios- 
ity which are the precursors of enterprise. Besides 
giving tae widest publicity to the results of that 
survey, if favorable, might not our Government 
usefully undertake the scientific survey of other 
pertions of Mexican territory contiguous to our 
own, witha view to other international public 
works?! 7 

The suggestion made in the closing paragraph of 
the able preliminary repor: on this subject of the 
Department of State, concerning a Congressional 
appropriation to employ statisticans of ability to 

lect and collate information upon this subject, 
seems to me eminently conducive to the attain- 
ment of important results; and, in case of its 
adoption, | would sugvest that ope or more persons 
be detailed to the special study of the sabject upon 
Mexican soil. 1 have addressed a note to Mr. 
Romero, the Secretary of the Treasury, requesting 
him to furnish me certain information and statis- 
tics upon several of the matiers involved in tois 
inquiry, which 1 hope to be able to communicate 
to the State Department by the next steamer.

SOUTHERN FRAUDS, 
PREPARATIONS FOR TIE INVESTIGATION. 
Special Diapatech to The Tribune. 

Wasuiverton, D. C., Dec. 21.—S8enator Blaine 
will probably very shortly furnish the Teller In- 
vestizgating Committee with a brief showing of 
prima-facie evidence of fraud and outrage in the 
States of South Carolina and Louisiana. The 
statement, of course, will necessarily consist’ for 
the most part of newspaper statements and cur- 
reut political reports of the day, but there is 
considerable documentary evidence here in the 
Department of Justice bearing on this general 
question, and there are a number of citizens of 
South Carolina and Louisiana here fully com- 
petentin their own persons to sustain the 
essential charges which were made as a basis of 
the investigation. 

Senator Wallace, of Penpsylvania, is the only 
Democratic Senator who — to be on the 
Committee, and his object was to endeavor to 
make some political capital by an investigation 
of the Federal election in Philadelphia. His 
purpose is to attempt to make some advantage 
for his party in Pennsylvania. 

The lovestigating Committee has adjourned 
to meet on Thursday next, when they wül be 
furnished with specific charges by Thurman as 
well as Blaine, embracing the allegations in the 
resolution of the Senator from Maine, and the 
amendment of the Senator from Ohio. A sub- 
committee will leave on Friday pext for New 
Orleans, having Postmaster Creary, of the 
Senate, as Sergeant-at-Arms.

CHICAGO’S CONGRESSMEN. 
THEIR SEATS CANNOT BE CONTESTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

„ ASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.— The attempt 
of any Congressmen who were defeated in the 
recent Congressional election in Chicago to 
contest seats of those who were elected, on the 
ground of any alieged operations in connection 
with the second batch,” now said to be con- 
templated, is ridiculous. It is too late for any 
person to attempt to contest the seats of Al- 
drich, Barber, and Davis, and the Democratic 
managers in Chicago ought not to be so ignor- 
ant as to attempt to create a sensation out of 
any pretended contest. The law is very plain 
uvon this subject. It is that when any person de- 
sires to contest the election of a member of the 
House, he must within thirty davs after the re- 
sult of elections has been determined by the 
officer or Board of Canvassers authorized by 
law to determine the same, give notice in writ- 
ing to the member whose seat he designs to 
contest of his intention to contest, stating the 
particular grounds upon which he relies. Re- 
vised Statues, Sec. 105. There havé been many 
attempts to induce the House to recognize the 
claims of a contestant who has neglected to 
comply with these plain requirements of the 


statute and has not given notice within the 
reguisite thirty days. The Constitutional 
provision that each House shall 
be the judge of the elections and 
returns and qualifications of its own members 
bas been repeatedly urced as a reason for waiv- 
ing this technicality. In every. instance, how- 
ever, the House has maintained that the pre- 
liminary notice is essential as the basis of con- 
test, and that no contest can be entertained in 
the absence of such. Messrs. Kehoe, Doolittle, 
and Tree will have to wait for another election 
before they can obtain seats.

THE WASHINGTON TREATY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 21.—The attention 
of the Senate, soon after the recess, will proba- 
bly be called to the tisheries question, and there 
is some ground to believe that the Senate will 
adopt a resolution declaring that, in its opinion, 
the fisheries and reciprocal-trade part of the 
Washington Treaty should be immediately ter- 
minated. It will also be suggested to the Presi- 
dent, at the same time, that he propose to 
Great Britain to terminate the treaty by mutual 
consent at once without waiting for the expira- 
tion of the time prescribed in the treaty. If 
the Canadian claim that the balance of benefits, 
notwithstanding the $5,500,000 of Halifax 
award, is still largely in favor of 
the United States, it is difficult to see upon what 
ground Great Britain could refuse such a propo- 
sition should it be made by our Government. 

ANXIOUS SENATORS.

Concluding Testimony in the 
Mack Murder Trial at 
Janesville.

THE MACK MURDER TRIAL, 
| Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

JanEsvit_z, Wis., Dec. 21.—To-day was the 
first time during the Mack murder trial that 
there were any empty benches. 

H. L. Shoemaker sworn: Was a member of 
the Coroner’s inquest at Beloit on Mack’s body. 
Mrs. Mack testified at the inquest that Dicker- 
son had last changed his shirt on Wednesday. 
She also testified that be had not changed his 
shirt that Sunday, but it was the same shirt he 
had put on Wednesday. I had a talk with 
Etta Mack that Sunday. She did not tell me 
that her father choked her mother. She said 
she woke up and went into the hall, and 
saw her father and mother on the 
stairs. She aid not say abe saw any blood on 
the pitcher or on the floor, or that she saw any 
marks on ber mother’s breast. 

Joe Watsic was recalled, and testified: On 
Friday night I got 35 cents from Mack. Heard 
Mack say that was all the change he had, or all 
the money he had. Ber, the second child, did 
not sleep up-stairs the week prior to Mack’s 
death. She slept with Mack until Saturday 
night. 

Mrs. Eliza Olinsworn: My maiden name was 
Eliza Warrack. Was working at Mack’s in the 
summer of 1865. Saw Mrs, Mack knock her 
husband down and then choke him. 

On cross-examination she said she had never 
told of this before, and did not know how tie 
prosecution found it out. 

The State here rested its case. R. D. Whit- 
ford and Paul Broder were sworn in regard to 
Dickerson’s testimony at Beloit about the socks 
found on the bush. He admitted they were his, 
but denied it here. 

Mrs. Mack again sworn. I never set eyes upon 
Mrs. Olin before I saw her here on the witress- 
stand, apd no such occurrence took place 
as she testified to. My sister, Mrs. Chapin, 
was at our house at the time 
referred to. The dirty stockings shown belong- 


ed to Dickerson. I identify them from a patch 
I placed upon one of them. Mr. Mack bad no 
white stockings.

THE $64,000 FORGERY. 
Special Dispatch to Zac Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 21.—Charles Pontez, former- 
ly clerk of the New York Life-Insurance Com- 
pany, is reported dying. Pontez was tried re- 
cently for complicity in the $64,000 check for- 
gery on the Union Trust Company, and the jury 
disagreed. Detective Robert Pinkerten now 
discloses the inside histqry of the celebrated 
case. The parties engaged were Joseph W. 
Chapman, in 1806 Secretary of the Union Trans- 
portation Company, now a notorious criminal, 
Joe Elliott, Charles Becker, and, Clement Haer- 
ing, all noted forgers. Pontez was once clerk 
under Chapman, and was introduced to 
the gang when Chapman joined it. In 
1876, the gang, after a tour of forgery in 
Europe, gathered in sew York and got out of 
tunds. Then the Union frust Company forgery 
was planned. Pontez was to furnish a genuine 
check of the New York Life-Insurance Com- 
pany, from which the forgery was to be exe- 
cuted. He procured a canceled check on tne 
Chemical Bank for $150,000. Becker engraved 
it, and old Clement Haering executed a number 
of lithographic copies securing the proper color. 
Then the gang made arrangements to meet 
brokers in order to realize on the forgery by 
means of a man not pet arrested. 
They made arrangements with George 
W. Chadwell, from him to L. Brown, H. 
G. Brown, from the latter to Horace E. Max- 
well, Jan. 1, 1877. Pontez informed Elliott 
there was alarge amount of money deposited ia 
the Union Trust Company to the credit of the 
New York Life. The next morning Elliott and 
Becker forged the check, the amount being put 
in with a pen, and the signatures traced with a 
brush. It was a success, and the proceeds were 
paidin gold certificates, of which Elliott paid 
Ponte his share. When the case was placed in 
Pinkerton's hands he was satisfied the check 
was traced, not forged off-hand, as the 
signatures of Morris Franklin, the President, 
and William H. Beens, Vice-President, were 
perfect. The oaly means of detection left was 
a comparison of the forged check with the can- 
celed checks of the company. One by one the 
forged check was placed over the eanceled 
checks, aud when at last the $150,000 check was 
reached and found to correspond, tot only in 
signatures, but distance from each other, he 
knew the check had been furnished the forgers 
to copy from by an employe of the company. 
The clerks were examined, Pontez among the 
number, and his answers excited distrust. 
A letter from Pontez to Chapman in 
Engiana made the case clear, Elliott 
is convicted. Becker hasturned State’s evidence, 
aud the rest are Out on bail. Ponte was tried, 
but. owing to Becker's bad character, the jury 
disagreed, When his second trial was called, 
Wednesday last, he was unable to appear, and 
physicians sent by the District-Attorney re- 
vorted he was dying.

TO BE HANGED., 
Special Dispatch to The Tribuna 

Loursviae, Ky., Dec. 21.—The trial of the 
negro George Washington, charged with brutal- 
ly committing a rape on the person of Frances 
Otte, a little girl under 12 years of age, bas 
created great excitement in this community on 
account of the atrociousness of the crime. The 
outrage was committed on the 19th of October, 
and its horrible details, together with the flight 
aud capture of Washington by a posse ot men in 
Indiana, have heretofore been fully detailed. At 
the time of his capture and delivery to tne jail 
authorities here the mest intenseexcitement pre- 
vailed, and mob violence was threatened to such 
an extent that it was found necessary to guaru 
the jail. This excitement abated when the fact 
was made known that the father of the out- 
raged girl desired that the negro should be 
tried, and sentence passed by the law. The 
little girl Was so outraged that she was unable 
toleave her bed for several weeks, but when 
she became partially convalescent she was 
brought in pale and trembling to the jail, 
when a number of negroes were brought 


uttering the most violent curses on 
the head of the innocent child, and kept up this 
line of conduct until the day of ‘bis trial, think- 
ing and boasting that he would only get eight 
or ten vears in the Penitentiary at most. 

Iu sentencing him this morning Judge Jackson 
told Washington that on the 2ist day of Feb- 
ruary he would be taken from the jail to some 
point designated by the Sheriff in the county, 
there to be hung by the neck. When Wash- 
ington was asked if de bad any- 
thing to say, he only remarked that 
be had not received justice, and could not get it 
here because the people were so incensed against 
him. He said further that the Blair, who 
was a witness against him, was enemy, and 
reiterated about the same story that be has told 
since hig trial. He said the reporters of the pa- 
pers had misre ted him, and that he had 
never told them things that had been published, 

He isa negro of only ordinary intelligence, 
and when brought face to face with death he 
scems 80 coalused that he tells a different story 
to almost every person who interrogates bim. 
hoping, doubtiess, to catch at some straw that 
will save his life. 

He is about 21 years old, and his appearance 
is very — He a oe b * eis 
George Washington Young. e is of spare 
build, and very active. His face has a heavy 
immovable look, and his chin is marked by a 
dogged outline, which, added to his general ex- 
pression, shows that the animal predominates 
largely over the intellectual. This morning he 
seemed somewhat excited, and, while the Judge 
was pronouncing the sentence, his conscience 
seemed touched. 

The death-penalty awaits him on the gallows. 
He has been properly convicted, and all he can

A CARNIVAL OF CRIME. 

Lixcotn, Neb., Dec. 21.—In view of the in- 
jurious and exaggerated reports sent abroad as- 
serting the inability of the Governor to suppress 
the prevailing lawlessness in the western part 
of Nebraska, Gov.

A Positive Denial of the Charges 
Against Her. 


Wo Hugging and Kissing of St. Peter— 
The Night of the Murder. 


Joe Also Tells His Story and Exhibits 
the Hole in His Pocket. 


Miss Benoit Not Allowed to Oonfess Her 
Love for St. Peter. 


Commencing half an hour earlier u the Crim- 
mal Court yesterday morning bad a marked n- 
fiuence in the attendance, less than 100 people 
being present, but along toward 10 o’clock the 
benches began to fill up, and half an hour later 
only standing-room was left. 

As an opening, the defense called more wit- 
messes to impeach Blakesley, the man who 
swore that St. Peter bad threatened to cause 
Clark’s death. William G. Little had heard it 
gaid that he would lie, and C. C. Law that he 
was an “infernal llar, “ — not only a liar, but a 
thief. 

COURT AND COUN®FL. 

In cross-examining the last-named witness, 
Col. Van Arman asked him if he did not make 
up bis mind from very little knowledge. 

The Court considered this an insulting ques- 
tion, and said it was his duty to protect wit- 
pesses if they didn’t know their rights. 

Mr. Fay remarked that he didn’t feel insulted. 

Col. Van Arman said he had not insulted a 
witness, and had no intention of doing so. 

The Court—Go on, and stop remarks. 

Col. Van Arman jumped up and said he would 
gtop remarks when the Court ceased to insult 
bim. and he wouldn't defore. 

There was silence for a moment or two, and 
then the Court asked the shorthand reporters 
if they had the rzmarks of counsel and Court. 
They said they only took the evidence. It is 
easily surmised what his Honor was aiming at, 
but, as he couldn’t get the exact words uttered, 
be let the matter drop. 

RULED OUT. 

A. 8. Barnard testified to Mrs. Clark’s good 
character, as did Mrs. Adelaide McMillan. 

The latter was esked about tramps being seen 
in La Grange previous to the murder. 

Objection was made, and it was ruled out as 
immaterial. 

Notwithstanding this, Mr. Munn insisted that 
it was competent to show that men, acting in a 
zuspictoꝶs manner, Were seen going towards 
Ciark’s. 

The Court, however, could not be influenced, 
saying that going along « public road wouldn't 
let them in. 

So the defense saved the point. 

Newton Vial was then called. 

Mr. Munn offered to prove by bim that the 
day beiore the murder a stranger, a suspicious 
character, came to bis place and left a horse, 
and went away and had not called for it since. 

The Court said it wasn’t competent. 

Detense noted an exception. 

Mr. Weber remarked tbat that wasn’t a 
tramp, but a crazy man. 

Mr. Munn got indignant at this, and shouted 
out that Mr. Weber shouidn’t have said that, as 
he was under oath. 

Mr. Weber rejoined that he had as much 
right to state what the witness knew as coun- 
sel had to make an offer of proof. 

The Court—You have nothing to say as to 
what this witness will swear to. They offered 
to introduce certain testimony, objection was 
made, and 1 sustained it. It is utterly irregu- 
lar fur anybody to say that the witness would 
not prove what they wanted him to, if they bad 
been allowed to. 

Mr. Weber told Mr. Vial not to leave, as he 
would want him asa witness. He would make

JOE PERRIE, 
a stepbrotner of St. Peter's, testified to Joe's 
having been at his father’s house the night 
Ciark was shot, teiling the same story as the 
ovher relatives.

On cross-examination, witoess skid he was in 
the employ ol Assistant State's-Artoruey We- 
ber in August, and, while going home from the 
office that Wednesday, met Joe at the cor- 
ner of Taylor and Morgan streets. That was 
in the afternoon, about half-past 8 o’clock. He 
Giant see him again until he met him 
at his (Joe's) father’s, where witness 
boarded. Joe arrived about 7, or fifteen 
minutes after 7. Nine people took supper there 
that nicht. Witness described how everybody 
was seated when Joe came, wild abgut the 
smoking, playing cards, etc., as bau the others. 
As he recollected, Joe propused to play cards. 
Witness knew Thorp, and had a conversation 
With him wheu the Grand Jury was considering 
the case, but did not tell him that if Joe St.

SETH WESCOTT 
testified that Mrs. Clark’s reputation was good. 
He knew ber husband. Was at the house 
Thursday morning, and saw the post- 
mortem examimation by Drs. Davis and Fox. 
The heart was taken out, washed, turned over, 
ana one of the doctors poked his finger into it. 
Davis, he thought. put bis little finger clear 
through the pulmonary artery. 

Mi. Van Buren offered to show what the 
doctors said about the course of the ball. 

The Court wouldn’t allow it. 

The point wasn’t saved. 

On cross-examinatiov, witness said ge was 
never at 9 post-mortem examination before. 
Davis said the ball went through the pulmonary 
artery. Both physicians handled the heart. 
Witness was under fire for twenty minutes, and 
bore himseli well. 

THE DEFENDANT, MRS. CLARK, 

was then put on the stand. After telling where 
she had resided before going to La Grange, and 
oi her marriage, thirteen vears ago, to Alvaro 
Clark (he being 36 aud she 32), she said she had

Witness told him that he knew 
nothing about the affair, and that there was 
nothing against him except the pistol, which 
did not amount to anything. His attorney nad 
told bim this. He had been present at the 
Coroner’s inquest, and heard some of the testi- 
mony, especially that of Supt. Dixon. He re- 
wembered @ reporter coming to see bim after 
his arrest, and he told mum that he was 
at Vernon Park Thursday night, Aug. 15.

The City Council is struggling with the 
gas question, the latest action being an order 
to turn off the gas in the streets on and after 
Jan. 1. It seems that the Council Commit- 
tee had no difficulty in reaching an agree- 
ment as to the price per lamp to the South- 
Side Gas Company, but failed to obtain an 
offer or even attention from the West- 
Side Gas Company. As the West-Side Al- 
dermen would not consent to have the South 
and North Sides lighted and the lamps on 
the West Side extinguished, the offer of the 
South-Side Company was fejected. The 
Council contains a majority of sensible, 
practical men, and the wonder is that these 
do not unite and settle this gas question 
promptly. Of course there are those who 
do not want it settled, and who would like 
to have it an open question all the year 
round, But this is not the feeling of a 
majority of the Council, and this majority by 
their want of union are really playing into 
the hands of those who regard the gas busi- 
ness as always one of profit, if not of honor. 
If che gas-lights are to be put out, so be it; 
but, if that is not to be the permanent policy 
of the city, the Council ought to act prompt- 
ly and finally in the matter.

CHICAGO’S DEBT AND CREDIT. 

We yesterday stated that the city had pur- 
chased and canceled $250,000 of city bonds, 
all of which, except some $25,000, were 
what is known as water bonds. Some 
time ago, $25,000 city bonds were paid and 
canceled, making a reduction of the city 
debt of $275,000 during 1878, a saving of 
about $19,000 in the annual iuterest. The 
bonded debt of the city at the beginning of 
the present year was as follows:

The water bonds, though issued in the 
name of the city, are practically no charge 
upon the general levy. The water-rents pay 
the interest on the bonds, pay all the ex- 
penses of operating, pay all the cost of re- 
newing and extending the water-service, and 
leave an annual surplus, part of which has 
been applied to the purchase of the $250,000 
of bonds already mentioned. Bonds of this 
issue to the amount of $294,000 mature in 
July, 1880, eighteen months hence, and 
$339,000 in July, 1882, and it is probable 
that these bonds will be paid at maturity 
from the water fand. It is not likely that 
any of the outstanding water bonds wii: ever 
have to be renewed,—the water fund in- 
creasing annually,—and, as each payment of 
principal is made, the charge for interest 
is lessened. 

Of the city debt, 7 per cent sewerage 
bonds to the amount of $500,000 will 
mature in July, 1880, and old city bonds 
to the amount of $848,000 will mature in 
Aprik 1881. It is not possible that the city 

ll be able to pay more than a small por- 


| tion, u any, of these bonds when they fall 


due, and must therefore resort to a new loan. 
The whole sum is $1,348,000, all bearing 7 
per cent interest. The City Council should 
take steps at an early date looking to the se- 
curing of the money at a lower rate of inter- 
est. The City of Boston has recently issued 
proposals for a city loan at 4 per cent. It is 
not likely that Chicago could dispose of 4 
per cent bonds, but it is very probable that it 
could dispose of city bonds bearing 5 per 
cent interest having twenty years to run. 
The policy of making this a popular loan, 
issuing bonds as low as $25, with others 
at 850, and any larger sum applicants 
may desire, should attract the earnest 
attention of the City Council. The closing 
of the savings banks, and the consequent 
shock to public confidence, has driven a large 
number of persons to invest their small! sav- 
ings in Government 4 per cents who would 


prefer to take a city bond bearing 5 ber cent 


interest, payable at the City-Hall. At all 
events, there can be no damage done by 
authorizing the issue of such a bond early in 
1879, to be delivered at par to any person 
paying the money into the City Treasury, 
the proceeds to be applied to the purchase 
of the 7 per cont bonds in advance of their 
maturity. All the loans of Paris and 
other European cities are made popular,— 
that is, open at par to everybody in bonds 
of small amounts,—and they are invariably 
taken by the people. If the Legislature 
of Illinois would repeal the tax on, Illinois 
municipal bonds (a tax from which no reve- 
nue is collected), all the municipal debts of 
this State could be funded at a saving of 
from 2 to 3 per cent in the annual interest. 
The reduction of interest is a great relief to 
the taxpayer, and the funding of $1,000,000 
of 7 per cent Chicago bonds in 5 per cent 
bonds would be equal to $20,000 a year, or 
$400,000 in the lifetime of the bond, 

The economy of the City Government— 
the Mayor and Council—is well exhibited in 
the maintenance of the city’s credit under all 
the adverse circumstances of the last five 
years. Mayor Harn, in his message a year 
ago, referring to the abolition of numerous 
offices and large reduction of salaries, stated 
that, instead of the reductions impairing the 
public service, they had greatly added to its 
efficiency. The report of the condition of 
the water-service shows that, though there 
are now two pumping establishments and 
large additions to the service, the cost of 
operating is less now than when there was

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THE MOTHER OF RELIGIONS. 

Folk-lore and popular superstitions have 
been traced in many instances to their 
sources; and scholars have tried to do as 
much for religious myths. Efforts of the 
latter kind have been of recent years re- 
markably successful, Since philologists 
have found the key to ancient languages, 
and have unlocked the treasures contained 
in inscriptions, the work of comparing the 
great religious systems of the past has gone 
briskly forward. The cuneiform writings 
have revealed the history of a world that 
was before totally unknown, save in the 
Bible. The explorations of Babylon and 
Nineveh have brought to light whole libra- 
ries, and, finding ‘‘ sermons in stones and 
good in everything,” verified in a new way 
the words of the poet. 

The most fruitful results hf@ve been de- 
rived from the study of the ancient Egyp- 
tian religion. Some of these we find de- 
scribed in a learned article in the Nineteenth 
Century. This is an inviting field of research 
for many reasons. First, because the Egyp- 
tian monuments are older, more numerous, 
and in a better state of preservation than 
any others; and, secondly, because Egypt 
was the progenitor of many religions and 
religious myths. 

The monolith of the Sphinx, it is now 
known, was simply the embodiment of a re- 
ligiousidea. The pyramids were mausoleums, 
but they also had deep religious significance. 
The evidence of their great age is conclusive. 
The pyramid at Sakkarah, near Thebes, hasa 
royal title on the inner door which shows 
that it was built from 500 to 700 years before 
the great pyramid of Cheops. Hence it was 
2,000 years old in the time of Ann HAM. The 
report of a Commission appointed by Rameses 
the Ninth to inspect the tombs of the 
toyal ancestors ” at Thebes is still in exist- 
ence, The report itself is 3,000 years old, 
and the tombs to which it refers were ven- 
erable when it was written. Beside the 
Royal tombs, Egypt contains myriads of pri- 
vate sepulchres, each bearing on its face an 
inscription reciting the virtues of the man 
who occupied it. The most ancient book in 
the world—dating 3,000 B. C.—is also of 
Egyptian origin. Add to this that the cli- 
mate and soil of Egypt are peculiarly favor- 
able to the preservation of manuscripts and 
carvings, and it will not be disputed that no 
other religion has left memorials so abundant 
or so rich. 

The connection of the Egyptian religion 
with comparatively modern systems makes it 
now an object of specia! interest to scholars. 
The Pantheons of Pagan Greece, and conse- 
quently of Pagan Rome, were in large part 
derived directly from Egypt. ATHENE was 
purely an Egyptian conception. Zrvus was a 
compound of the Egyptian Osrris and the 
Pelasgian Jurrrxn. The rest of the Pantheon 
was taken partly from one source and partly 
from the other, and the Egyptian part was 
far the more spiritual of the two. Again: 
the Egyptians had, before our Bible, some of 
the ideas which lie at the foundation of it 
and are to this day revered by all of Christen- 
dom. AriStoTite said that the Egyptians 
first taught the immortality of the soul. 
They had clearer ideas of the nature of Gop 
than any race or nation before the 
Jews. The manifold forms of the 
Egyptian Pantheon were nothing,” says 
the writer in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, but religious masks of the 
sublime doctrine of the unity of the Deity 
communicated to the initiated in the Myste- 
ries.” Thisone God was the Creator, but 
self-created. He was the Unknown God,” 
and perhaps—though on this point we have 
no authentic information—the very one to 
whom Pav. found an altar erected in Greece. 
He was worshiped also as The One Be- 
ing, and The Living God.” 

The Egyptians 3,000 years ago had ideas 
of a Moral Ruler and-Government such as 
would do no shame to our own day. They 
het forty-two commandments, covering the 
whok ground of the Decalogue. The three 
cardinal requirements of Egyptian piety,” 
says the Wineteenth-Century writer, were 
love to Gop, love to virtue, and love to man.” 
If the intuitional schdol of philoscphy is the 
true one, this injunction is even more com- 
plete than the Biblical one, though we may 
now feel inclined to say that the sec- 
ond member of it is _ superfluous. 
Love of truth and justice was 
a distinguishing characteristic of the Egyp- 
tians.” The honoring of parents was an- 
other cardinal article of their practice. We 
constantly find inscriptions on the tombs 
such as the following: I honored my father 
and my mother; I loved my brothers; I 
Other formulas are: 
I have given bread to the hungry, water to 
the thirsty, clothes to the naked, shelter to 
the stranger,” ‘‘I did not prefer the rich to 
the poor,” I never left home with anger in 
my heart. 

More remarkable than all other coinci- 
dences between the Egyptien and the Chris- 
tian religions is the common possession of a 
Trinity and a Savior by both. Ostnis de- 
scended to earth and took upon him the 
form and nature of man. He was overcome 
by Typnon, the evil one. His wife, Isis, 
went in search of him, and caused him 
to be raised to life. Their son, Honvs, 
was then appoiuted his avenger upon 
the evil one. Thereafter Ostrts, because he 
had partaken of the nature of man, became 
the mediator for man in the other world. 
Every spirit after death took on the nature 
and name of Osiris as a protection. Osrris 
guides the deceased through the other world, 
and clothes him with his divine nature. 
Osteis, Ists, and Horvs thus form a Trinity 
as holy and inseparable to the ancient Egyp- 
tians as ours is to us. Ostrts ds at once the 
Father and the Savior, while Isis and Horvs 
shate between them the offices of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Coincidences like these are close and 


startling ; but they need not be interpreted | 


as showing a wrong basis or origin for Chris- 
tianity. Rather let us take them as confirm- 
atory evidence, like the Assyrian tablets, as 
far as they go, of the Biblical record and 
theology; for it may as well be true that the 
common parts of the Egyptian and the 
Christian systems are true, or indicate a 
common revelation in remote antiquity to 
man, as that they are false. All the old 
religions contäin traces of certain funda-

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THE LAW'S DELAY. 

Tun Trrpuse has encouraged the discus- 
sion of the question of Law Reform till 
the lawyers themselves have been actively 
drawn into it, and now there is reason to 
hope that it will lead up to some changes, on 
the advisability of which there can be no 
difference of opinion so far as the interests 
of honest litigants are concerned. A good 
proportion of the legal profession stands 
ready to approve the adoption of what is 
called the Code practice in lieu of the Com- 
mon-Law practice, modified by statute, such 
as prevails in this State. Tun Trrevune, io 
its lay capacity, is not prepared to discuss 
the relative merits of the two systems, but is 
fully persuaded in a general way, like thou- 
sands of citizens not versed in law, that 
there is too much opportunity in the present 
practice for defeating justice by techni- 
calities, delay, and circumlocution, and 
that the duration, cost, and uncertain- 
ty that now attend litigation could be 
materi:lly diminished by simplifying the 
forms of procedure. Tue Trisune is fur- 
ther convinced that the lawyers of integrity 
and ability would gain by such changes as 
should prevent pettifoggers and shysters 
from practicing the arts on which alone they 
are able to retain their places in a profession 
that should be unimpeachable. 

An attorney who sympathizes actively with 
Tun Tamer and the public in this effort 
at reform furnished, in a communication 
which we published yesterday, an apt illas- 
tration of the present tedious and involved 
practice before the Courts. It is not too 
much to say that nine-tenths of all the law- 
suits are founded upon an allegation of in- 
debtedness. The promissory note is the 
simplest and clearest form of debt. It 
constitutes a prima-facie evidence of 
the claim for which suit is brought, 
and hence calls for little verbiage 
or explanation, but demands a straight- 
forward and prompt defense. The man 
who holds a promissory note which is past 
due and unpaid has a right to expect speedy 
relief from the Courts if his debtor is in a 
condition to pay and refuses to do so. It 
should be sufficient to file an attested copy 
of the note, with a demand for its liquida- 
tion, in order to bring forth at once the pay- 
ment thereof, or a satisfactory reason for 
not paying it. Under our practice, however, 
it becomes necessary to file a declaration 
which is so verbose and complicated in com- 
position that none but a lawyer can make or 
understand it, and even this formidable docn- 
ment, gotten up with the assistance of great 
learning and a handsome fee, fails to secure 
any satisfaction. It is only necessary for the 
person sued to answer in effect that he has a 
good defense, put himself upon the country, 
and trust to the skill of his attorneys 
and the technicalities of law either to 
secure release from the debt or to create a 
tedious and injurious delay. This is the old 
common-law practice, which our correspond- 
ent has very reasonably credited to a desire 
in earlier days to impose upon laymen the 
great learning of the legal profession. But 
the statutory modification, without changing 
the absurd and unsatisfactory character of 
either the declaration or the defense, has 
added an opportunity and temptation for 
false swearing by providing that the defend- 
ant shall make affidavit tothe general answer. 
The practice of perjury is condoned and en- 
couraged by legal assurance that the affidavit 
is simply pro forma, though in the great 
majority of cases it sets up a defense where 
none exists. In answeringa suit on a prom- 
issory note, it should certainly be required 
to plead that the note is a forgery, 
that it has been paid, that it was 
given without proper consideration,—or at 
least that some specific and satisfactory denial 
of the debt should be mads, so that the de- 
fendant may feel the responsibility of his 
oath, and that the issue between the parties 
be clearly defined. But the general plea fur- 
nishes the opportunity for evasion and opens 
up litigation that may be made almost inter- 
minable, aud perhaps enable the debtor to 
escape payment altogether. 7 

The case cited is, of course, but a single 
instance of the law's delay” and the in- 
justice incident to a system that becomes 
still more involved in more intricate cases. 
It is this system which lumbers up our 
courts, increases the cost of their mainte- 
nance to the public, and taxes litigants almost 
beyond all estimate. It is of less benefit to 
lawyers of ability, good position, and large 
practice than to the second and third- 
rate practitioners, The judiciary ought 
to sanction the movement in the direc- 
tion of reform, for its attainment would 
lighten their duties, and make their respon- 
sibilities more obvious and more easily borne. 
In fact, the entire respectable portion of the 
legal profession should encourage the move- 
ment, for, if it fail, there will undoubtedly 
be an irresistible popular pressure for the 
substitution of matter-of-fact, business-like 
arbitration which, once introduced, will do 
away with a good share of the litigation in 


courts. 


WHAT CAPITAL DOES FOR LABOR. 
The Massachusetts Statistical Bureau has 


furnished much valuable information bearing 
upon the relations of capital and labor, but 
none more significant than that upon which 
Mr. Epwarp Artxrnsow based his recent tes- 
timony before the Congressional Committee. 
The statistics thus presented throw more 
light upon the popular errors concerning the 
accumulations of wealth and relative suffer- 
ings of the laboring classes than all the 
theories and generalizations volunteered by 
pretentious reformers last summer when Mr. 
Hxwrrr's Committee was sitting in New 
York City. Without going over the figures 
in detail, which have already been printed in 
Tue Tamoxx, it is sufficient to say that the 
net accumulation of the actual product of 
labor during two centuries in Massachusetts 
the richest State in the Union—is not more 
than $1,000,000,000; in other words, this 
sum represents the wealth of that State, 
which may fairly be said to be the savings of 
enterprise, energy, and thrift since the Mas- 
sachusetts Colony was founded. It is equiva- 
lent to the estimated product of two years’, 
or at most three years’, labor, In the face of 
such a showing as this, it can scarcely be 
doubted that “Riches make themselves 
wings and fly away. 

A closer examination of the relative ben- 
efits derived from industrial and other pur- 
suits in which capital and labor are asso- 


ciated reveais why the accumulation or sur- 


plus capital is so small. Asa matter of fact, 
and in spite of the Communistic ravings 
against the injustice and oppression prac- 
ticed by employers, from 95 to 98 per cent 
of the annual product of industry in Massa- 
chusetts is distributed to labor, and not more 


than 1 per cent is left as a surplus over and 


In many cases this 1 per cent surplus is 
squandered in luxuries, and the result shows 
that the accumulation of 100 years does not 
exceed the product of one year, Strange as 


all this may seem at first thought, a little re- 


flection makes such a result not only prob- 
able but almost inevitable. The ordinary 
earnings of average industry in good times 
are not more than 10 percent. Profits in 
manufacture of any kind cannot well exceed 
that figure, for, ss soon as they do, there is 
an abundance of capital to seek in- 
vestment in the same kind of en- 
terprise, and competition quickly shuts off 
the excess. The 90 per cent certainly goes 
to labor,—the labor that produces the raw 
material, that mines the coal to run the en- 
gines, that works the machinery, that keeps 
the books, that sorts and packs the goods, 
etc., etc. This 10 per cent profit of good 
times must supply the fund out of which the 
renewals of machinery, repairs on building, 
and losses in bad business must be made 
good, and it must afford the capitalist his 
personal and family expenses. 

It is safe to say that of the 10 per cent 
earned in ordinary times at least 4 per cent 
is used to replace worn-out machinery and 
to make room for the new inventions. It is 
a common delusion among the workingmen 
that what are called labor-saving inventions 
are accountable for most of their troubles, 
and they have seriously proposed in conven- 
tions to abolish the patent laws and take 
other repressive measures to discourage in- 
ventors, The fact seems to be that, while 
the new inventions are conducive to the 
comforts and general welfare of the la- 
boring men by increasing production, and 
wants, and consumption, the capital- 
ists have more reason to complain of 
the enormous cost which the new machinery 
constantly necessitated by new methods im- 
poses upon them. Mr. Arsxinson cited one 
instance which will serve as an. illustration 
of the case. A single mill, owned by the 
same Company and represented by the same 
amount of capital stock, had, within forty 
years, been twice rebuilt from the founda 
tion, while its machinery and appliances had 
been renewed over and over again during 
that period. All this rebuilding and all 
these renewals furnished so much work for 
the laboring classes, but it represented to 
the extent of its cost a reduction of the sur- 
plus earnings of the capital invested, and it 
was a waste so far as accumulation goes. 

If, then, the profits of capital are reduced 
4 per cent by repairs, renewal of machinery, 
losses by fire and accident, ete., there remains 
6 per cent for a surplus, and of this it is 
estimated that 5 per cent is exhausted by the 
personal and domestic expensesof the capi- 
talist. All this goes to labor. The capital- 
ist, beginning to make money, builds him a 
house. All the wood, stone, brick, mor 
tar, glass, iron, and tin represent 
labor; the work of building and 
the cost of furnishing go to the laboring 


ing capitalist sets up a carriage. This is a 
new expenditure for him and a new source 
of revenue to labor. The carriage, harness, 
and barn represent thousands of dollars to 
the men who build them. The keeping of 
horses gives employment to ome man as 
coachman and perhaps to another as hostler. 
The addition of one or two male servants 
necessitates the employment of another fe- 
male servant, and in the meantime wagon- 
makers, harness-repairars, and horse-ehoers 
secure another regular customer. The car- 
riages and horses, the new house, and the 
associations and style which they usually 
imply entail numerous other expenses not 
necessary to recall, and the more liberally 
the capitalist lives the more money he dis- 
tributes in one way and an her among the 
laboring classes. 

When the relations of capital and labor 
are considered in this light, the alleged tyr- 
anny of the former and the exaggerated suf- 
ferings of the latter do not appear so serious 
as they are represented to be by the excited 
Socialist or the political demagogue pander- 
ing to the prejudices of the multitude. 
What the laboring men condemn as wicked 
extravagance is another form of furnishing 
them with work and subsistence ; what they 
cry out against as the destruction of the 
labor market (improved machinery) creates 
new fields of labor and increases production 
for their benefit; what they denounce as the 
vast wealth accumulated from the sweat of 
their brow is really about 1 per cent of the 
entire product, and this is reinvested to ex- 
tend industry and furaish new employment 
for an increasing population. The value of 
the Massachusetts statistics which furnish 
this estimate consists in the fact that they 
confirm by the actual accumulation of an 
enterprising and thrifty people the propor- 
tion of current expenditures that might oth- 
erwise have been questioned. 


Gen. Atpurus F. Wirtrams, Representa- 
tive in Congress from the First (Detroit) 
District of Michigan, died at Washington 
yesterday. He was born in Saybrook, 
Conn., in 1810; was graduated at Yale Col- 
lege; and, after studying law, moved to De. 
troit in 1836. During the following decade 
he held a number of city and county offices, 
and from 1843 to 1848 was proprietor 
and editor of the Daily Advertiser, the 
leading Whig journal of Michigan. He 
had always manifested much interest in mili- 
tary matters, being connected for a consid- 
erable period with the Brady Guaras, then 
the crack military corps of the Northwest; 
and, during the Mexican war, went to the 
field as Lieutenant-Colonel of the Michigan 
regiment of infantry. Under the Tarron- 
FitimorE Administrations he was Postmaster 
of Detroit. On the breaking out of 
the Rebellion he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Lancotn a Brigadier-General of Vol- 
unteers, aud served with credit through the 
entire War,—rising to the rank of Major- 
General, and commanding the Twelfth 
Corps in the battles of South Mountain, An- 
tietam, and Gettysburg, and the Twentieth 
Corps in the siege of Atlanta and on Surn- 
Max's march to the sea. In 1866 he was 
the Demoeratic candidate for Governor of 
Michigan, and was defeated. Shortly after- 
wards he was appointed by President Jounson 
Minister to San Salvador, and held that posi- 
tion for about three years. In 1874 he was 
elected to Congress as a Democrat from the 
Detroit District ; was re-elected in 1876 ; and 
was a candidate again last November, but 
was defer ed by the Republican nominee, 
Mr. Jons 8. Newserry. Gen. WTA 
was possessed of simply respectable qualities 
as a legislator, and, notwithstanding the nu- 
merous offices he had filled, was but an indif- 
ferent politician; but he was a clever editor, 
a good Se, „ genial don-vivant, and an 
accomplished gentleman.

to be only asked ina vuliving spirit by the attor- 
ney, and | would not submit toit. I was not in- 
etructed to anewer. and hence incurred the venom 
of the **respectable atiorney.” ‘the article pro-

attention to elections. 

The average vote at the last election was under 
333 toa precinct, twenty-eight of which, accord- 
ing to the reporter, polled between 500 and 800 
each, and we have beard no one complain that he 
was prevented from voting by reason of the great 
number voting at any one precinct. Now, if there 
were but 149 precincts in tae county, instead of 
174, and an average of 500 votes to the precinct 
were polled. the aggregate would make 74, 500; 
und Jam sure that, it properly distributed. 100, - 
000 votes can readily be polled in 150 precincts 
between 8 a.m. and 7 p.m. And, should Mr. 
Edmand'’s Electora! bill decome a law, it is proba- 
ble that all our general clections will be held a 
month earlier than now, and thus permit all votes 
to be polled in daylight. 

All the voters in each of the following towns in 
this county vote at a single precinct, to wit: Bar- 
rington, Bloom, Bremen, Elk Grove, Leyden, 
Oriand, Palatine, Paios, Proviso, Rich, Schaum- 
berg, and Worth, and ail of which are full Con- 
gressional townehips—Bioom, indeed, cuntaining 
twelve sections more than a fall township. If 
these farmers and villagers are all sufficiently ac- 
commodated, I cannot see why Hyae Park would 
not be weil supplied with five prescincts instead of 
ten, Cicero with three instead of six, Lake View 
with two instead of four, Norwood Park with one 
instead of two, ete., etc. There are not to exceed 
three wards in Chicago which cannot be well ac- 
commodated with six voting-places, and not one 
that honestly requires more taan seven. The 
Third Ward, When can poll ona full vote about 
2,500, ia sufficiently supplied with four precincts ; 
and tbe First Precinct in that ward could well ac- 
commodate 200 more voters than reside in it. 

The talk avout a great number of small precincts 
being a better protection against fraud may be 
readily refuted by showing that the greatest frauds 
are, and have been. committed in the wards having 
the largest namber of precincts, and that repeaters, 
delight in the confusion of numerous voting places. 
I know it is a work of some labor, and a reasona- 
ble amount of knowledge, to adjust the lines di- 
viding precincts as they should be adjusted, but 
for what are Aidermen aud County Commissioners 
created, if itis not to give attention to all such 
matters?

FINANCIAL. 


The gold quotation in New York was nominally 
par, but actual transactions are at a slight pre- 
mium, ranging from 1-32 to 1-16 on the New York 
Stock Exchange, This is to be attributed to the 
large number of gold contracts undergoing settle- 
ment. In Chicago, New York gold exchange was 
100%, and coin 100%. 

The proposed payment of debt interest in coin- 
checks or greenbacks after Jan. 1 is severely crit- 
icised by the Philadelphia Ledger, which takes the 
view of Tar Taipuns, It says: 

Is this resmption? Holders of matared United 
States coupons can now have the same cashed at 
any United States Assistant Treasurer's in gold. 
As soon, however, as specie payments are resumed 
in New York, then, according to the Sec- 
retary’s circular, holders of United States 
coupens in this city can receive nothing but 
greenbacks unless they are willing to take acheck 
on New York. This will compel any person hold- 
ing a coin obligation of the Government to send 
to New York for the gold and pay express e es 
pack. Thie is arbitrary and unjust to parties in- 
terested and residing in Philadelpbia, and more 
especially is it arbitrary and unjust to parties re- 
siding farther distant from New York. It will 
virtually make gold cost the holders of coupons a 
premium. To a person living in Chicago this 
would be at least 4 of 1 per cent. We do not see 
exactly how this can ve called full and equal re- 
sumption by the United States Treasury ail over 
the country. The Secretary owes to himself aad 
to justice a speedy revision of his circular. 


The New York Sub-Treasury has to meeta de- 
mand for legal-tenders, and on Wednesday re- 
deemed $8, 000 gold in greenbacks. 

The Chicago market for Government bonds was 
reported dull. The 5-20s of 1867 deciined . to 
105%, and the 5-20s of 1868 K, to 1081. The rest 
of the list was unchanged. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has authorized 
the payment of coupon interest on the public debt 
falling due Jan, 1. 1879, without rebate, in coin 
or currency, as the claimant may prefer. The 
registered interest will be paid in like manner as 
soon as the schedules can be prepared. A 
subscriber asks us to explain why the London 
quotations for American bonds are usually 2 or 3 
per cent higher than the New York quotations for 
the same day. The reason is that the London 
quotation is based on a valuation of $5 for the 
pound sterling. This makes the London quotation 
higher than the New York quotation, since, as a 
fact, sterling exchange is considerably cheaver 
than $9 ver K. 

The Chicago quotation for grain and commercial 
sterling sixty-day bills was 480%, a point weaker 
than the New York quotation. Demand sterling 
was % stronger, at 480, in sympathy with the hard- 
ening tendency of the London money market. 
French grain and commercial bills were 525, gold. 

Consols were steady at 943-16. The Bank of 
England gained $610,000 in bullion. There is a 
growing feeling of uncertainty in London aboat 
the financial future, and street ratesof interest are 
going up. 

The Chicago banks are pursuing a conservative 
policy in extending accommodations, and will do 
so till after Jan. 1. They report afair miscella- 
neous demand for discounts, most of it from the 
city, and alarge share of it from the Board of 
Trade. Country applications for loans and curren- 
cy shipments are not large. 0

JUDGE BANGS, 
ALTOGETHER TOO SECRETIVE. 

A trip to Washington has various effects upon 
various people. It makes some willing to talk, 
vnloosing their organs of speech even as would the 
frieky and effervescent champagne, while others 
come back with a seal on their lips and an air of 
general mystery pervadiug the atmosphere in 
which they live, move, and have their being. 
Judge Bangs has recently been to Washington, and 
the telegraph has kept the people of this city post- 
ed as to his general movements at the Capital. He 
returned to the city yesterday morning, having 
been absent just two weeks, during which brief 
interim @ sorrowful change has come over him. 
Aforctime he would talk the man with a pencil 
and a note- book complacently and satisfactorily ; 
but thie last trip has had the effect of making 
him strangely: shy and provokingly secretive. 
He comes not here to talk. This is al) wrong. 
There are very many things at present agitating 
Government circles upon which he could no doubs 
shed more or less light, if he were so disposed. 
Some of these matters were pointed on: to him 
yesterday by Tun Trispune news-seeker, and a 
praiseworthy enddavor made to induce him to 
apveak his mind. The fruitiessness of the effort 
was owing, in great part, tothe Jadge’s newly- 
formed inclination not to give anything away.

ISRAEL’S DESTINY. 


PROF. ADLER fPROPHESIES THAT THE JEWISH 


‘RACE MUST DIE OUT. 
New York Woria. 

A large audience attended Prof. Adler's lect- 
ure yesterday morning in Standard Hall. The 
subject was thé remarkable longevity of the 
Jews as a race and its cake. Prof. Adler said: 
The Jewigh race has always been remarkable for 
its vitality.. It has survived the Governments 
that persecuted it, it has resisted the ever-tight- 
ening bands of unjust Jaws, it has supported 
the heavy-weighted chains of oppression, and has 
risen with new elasticity after every blow; but 
the law of growth and decay is inexorable. In- 
dividuals must perish, and races, even the most 
gifted and favored, can claim no exemption from 
the general ban of dissolution. At frst sicht, 
indeed, the Jewish race seems to form a remark- 
able exception to this rule; its preservation to 
the present day is the marvel of historians, and 
has inspired a reluctant admiration even from 
their most bitter opponents. The Jewish peo- 
people were originally not numerous, and their 
land was small, being only 150 miles long, 
aud fifty broad They were distinguished for 
military powers, it is true, and some of the most 
obstinate conflicts that have ever been fought 
were provoked and prolonged by the valor of 
Jewish arms; but in the end they were always 
outnumbered. They lost their independence, 
they were dispersed through the whole earth; 
the countries and cities that received them 
churlishly limited their growth by the most 
odious ensciments, and they were purposely 
kent small and helpless communities. From the 
tenth century onward they had not even a re- 
ligious tribunaj whose authority might cause 
them to cohere, yet it was impossible to exter- 
minate them. Christian teachers claim that the 
Jewish people were preserved as a monument of 
God's wrath; seared by the Divine curse they 
were sent to wander as outcasts over the wide 
earth; they were to be the hunted game of 
Christians, and were only allowed at times to 
recuperate and to heal their wegnds in order 
that they might be hunted anew and receive new 
hurts, on the same theory that the souls 
of siuners are not allowed to perish in 
the flames of hell, but are preserved to 
feel ever avew the sharp tooth of pain. 
We ourselves attribute tbe continuance sf the 
Jewish race to other reasons: Pines, to their 
great temperance, and second to the purity of 
their domestic relations, which kept their race 
phisically sound generation after generation, 
and afforded them almost a moral relief after 
the insults and mortification of soul to which 
they were ex in their con ith the 
outer world. rthermore, we te the 
preservation of the Jews to the erness with 
which they sought knowledge, building and sup- 
porting Is and academies even in the dark- 
est times of persecution; to their sturdy spirit 
of independence in matters of re which 
did not tolerate the growth of the sthood 
amongst them, and thus saved them from the 
corruption. and demoralization wih vriest- 
hoods usually bring in their train; lastly and 
chiefly, the conviction which they maintain so 
stoutly of their being a chosen people, gave 
them dignity and strength to resist the in- 
fluences of oppression. Concerning this con- 
céption of the chosen people, of a part of the 
human race being iotrusted with a mission su- 
perior to that of others, I would speak. 

And, first, 1 would exonerate the brew 
prophets from the charge of organized race 
pride. It is impossible to understand correctly 
the meaning of the word chosen.“ The 
prophets understood the election of Israel to be 
an obi rather than a privilege; they were 
to be better than their hunters; they were to 
free themselves from the dense superstitions 
and from the immoralities that disgraced the 
worship in the beathen temples of that time. 
The rages upon which the people were 
chosen are detailed in the Fiith Book of Moses, 
and we find they, too, imprese chiefly moral in- 
junctions. Jenovah will love them better than 
others if they abstain from every imparity, and 
even suggestions of impurity in dress orna- 
ment. Overt transgressions st the laws of 
purity must be puuisbed with the extreme pen- 


alties of the law. Charity must be practiced | 


not as a luxury in which men may-indulge or 


not, as they but asad not to be 
evaded. yA oor are entered the 
chiet trusgressors of the covenant of 

with Jehovah, and these transgressors are those 
who make idols of Abominations, those whe 
make light of father and mother. those who re- 
move the wanderer’s iandmark. those who mis- 
lead the blind, those who pervert the judgment 
of the fatherless, the widow, and the stranger. 
The idea of choice, interpreted io the sense of 
the weightier moral responsibilities, is not a 
pugpacious one. 

But now, in order to maintain the exclusiye- 
ness of the Jewish race, it was necessary to take 
a step of the most far-reaching copsequences,— 
to absolutely forbid intermarriages. The Hebrew 
legislator did this. He sad: Thou shalt not 
take a daughter of the Gentiles for thy son,” 
for the beathen woman would influetice her hus- 
band to accept her own superstitions. After 
the Babylonian captivity this eommandment 
caused great commotion. At that time much 
laxness and broadness of view prevailed as to 
intercourse with strangers, and many of the 


Princes, tncluding one of the High Priest’s fam- | 


Ur, had married Gentile wives. Ezra and 
Nehemiah mercilessly. dissolved such famil 
bonds and drove out without pity mothers an 
wives of Gentile origin. This policy of exclu- 
sion has been followed ever since, and upon its 
continuance doubtless depends the perpetuit 
of the Jewish race. A few days ago a -promi- 
nent Christian preacher in que of the New En- 
gland towns delivered an address on the subject 
of marriage. He said: Do not yoke your- 
selves with unbelievers. A man who does not 
boner and love Christ cannot be trusted to 
honor and love his wife.“ Thisis a statement 
like that which one often hears when 
some poor, benighted infidel seeks 
after the meusure of his capacity, to be 
charitable, and yet knows not that he cannot do 
charity, since there is no charity save that 
which is undertaken in the name of Jesus.” 
The preacher I allude to furthermore said: 
„Two cattie that are yoked together must re- 
main together, and the one that is the stronger 
will take the other, with bim.”. Without shar- 
ing the elevated view of marriage which is indi- 
cated in the delicate simile I have just quoted, I 
mention these words in order to show that the 
desirc to keep apart is as keenly felt, and the 
necessity of preventing any too near approach 
between persons of opposite religions is as viv- 
idly appreciated on the side of orthodox Chris- 
tianity as ou that of orthodox Judaism. 

I think we shall see light in this matter by 
fixing our attention upon the idea of married 
life. There is something unfathomable in the 
nature of the affections,—something that 2 
utterance. I have often used the word * love.”

I would think of love as of the billowy ocean 
overwhelming me by its sublimity, into which 
the whole life must stream out, in which every 
part of me must be merged, in which I shall 
live my fullest liie and die as well at the same 
time. It is a mistake to suppose that love is 
between two persons only; it is the Infinite that 
is reflected in these two souls. The husband 
and wife do not live only for each other; their 
affection is best secured when they live for 
larger interests and larger duties. The part- 
ners in the married life must be comrades one 
to the other in solving the problem of life. This 
idea of comradeship is the supreme joy and 
glory of the conjugal relation. And here we

MUSIC. 
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AT HOME. 


THE PRATT SYMPHONY CONCERT 
has been the prominent event of purely local in- 
terest during the past week, and it derived ad- 
ditional interest from the fact that it was the 
occasion of the debut of Mr. Pratt as an orches- 
tral conductor. When his inexperience with 
the baton andthe numerous obstacles with 
which he had to contend at rehearsals are con- 
sidered, it would be churlish to refuse to credit 
him with an unusual degree of success and with 
a display of executive ability and musical intel- 
ligence of ahigh order. While the details of 
his lead savored more of the scholar than of the 
conductor, this does not stand in his way. On 
the other hand, he has good ideas, has the cour- 
age to present them even when original, knows 
what he Wants, makes good use of his observa- 
tions in Europe, as well as of his own deduc 
tions, and has the faculty of enlisting the at- 
tention, enthusiasm, and sympathy of his hear- 
érs. All these things are in his favor, and, per- 
haps better than al! of them, we know him to be 
thoroughly conscientious as well as ambitious, 
honest in bis work, and incapable of trick or 
sensation, and possessed of large capacity for 


While cheerfully according to him the posses- 
sion of these desirable qualities, and congratu- 
lating him upon a degree of success which was a 
su to his best friends, it is to be hoped and 
presumed that he will gain a knowledge of de- 
tails with experience, and that as he becomes 
more accustomed te the baton he will have a 
more perfect control of himself, which will give 
him more perfect contro! of his orchestra. Ifa 
conductor is nervous, it follows asa matter of 
course that bis men will be nervous. If he 
gives too much attention to littie, unimportant 
things which will regulate themselves there is 
Ganger that larger things may go wrong. In 
the work of the conductor there is always more 
or less drudgery and routice which is 
best done by those who have served 
in the ranks, whence it happens that tne really 
great conductors are those who have grown up 
in the orchestra, and then have had a homoge- 
neous organization to work with year after year. 
Some first-class musicians and solo viayers of 
the very highest order have made poor con- 
ductors. Mr. Pratt has this drudgery yet to go 
throurh with. He has yet to acauire control, to 
establish a ciear, positive, and uniform beat, to 
hear the orchestrain its entirety,-so that he may 
hold the varts in their proper relations, to de- 
velop expression, and to exercise a personal 


force.

New Tonk. Dec. 19.—-Operatic affairs still 
ferm the topic of iutcrest and gossip.

As prima donna assoluta, 
Roze was to receive $20,000 and have her ex- 
penses paid,—an offer that does not come every 
day, as Mr. Henry Mapleson remarked, adding 
the one condition that the money must be paid 
in hand before sailing from New York. This 
was a rather difficult condition, bus the Mexican 
was determined to rob this country of the 
charming prima donna if he could, and has 
been trying to get the money. Col. Mapleson

On almost any opera night, among the notice- 
able people in the lobbies entr’actes is a adiminu- 
tive gentieman, dressed with scrupuious taste, 
and busily engaged in talking in Italian or 
French, not having as vet mastered the intrica- 
ctes of En . This genial little personage is 
tue husband of Etelka Gerster, who would 
hardly be recognized as Mme. Gardini. Signor 
Gardini is past 40 considerably, and is twice as 
oid as his wife, if the date of her birth is cor- 
rectly given. On that score, of course, there 
has been gossip, and the verdict of New York 
ladies seems to be against such youth. That 
does not matter, however, since the artist looks 
223, and has a perfectly fresh voice. Signor 
Guardini is very devoted to his wife, and there is 
nothing of the flirt in Gerster, who is more do- 
mestic than most of the prime donne of ber 
rank.

He was captivated eaually with 
the people of Berlin; and, more fortunate than 
any other of her managers, he succeeded iu 
making an engagement with the prima donna 
for life. 

THE ACADEMY TROUBLE. 

The trouble among the Academy Directors 
was amicably settled, and the peace established 
is believed to be on a permanent—or relatively 
permanent—basis. Col. Mapleson succeeded in 
convincing the Board that fine scenery was a 
requisite, and that the scenery was worth all it 
cost. lie added the strong argument of his 
company’s services for abenefit performance, 
the proceeds to go to the scenery fund. The 
financial affairs of the Academy are somewhat 
rearranged, and there is every reason to believe 
that the contract entered into with Col. Maple- 
soa for five years wil! be carried through.

Mr. Mapleson said his 
attention had been called to the interview al- 
ready, and gave the following version: 

The telegram was received during one of the 
performances at the Academy, and was opened 
in the presence of the musica! critic of the er- 
ald and one or two other friends. Presently the 
critie asked if there was anything new copcern- 
ing Mme. Koze, and was allowed to read the 
telegram. He said he was not surprised at the 
offer, and printed the offer next morning. Mr. 
Strakosch’s business-agent was in town next 
day, and Mr. Mapleson weot to bis house, show- 
ed him the dispatch, and asked where an answer 
should be sent. A rumor gained circulation 
meanwhile that Mme. Roze had accepted Stra- 
kosch’s Offer. On the contrary, when Mr. Ma- 
pleson consulted with his father, the Colonel 
said: “Of course you wil! not entertain the 
provosition. You know I will give Roze as good 
an engagement as auybodv else.“ Next morn- 
ing, calling at Steinwey Hall for chance mail, 
Mr. Mapicson remarked to some friend 
smilingly, that Strakosch’s offer woul 
he declined with thanks. This ei- 
dentiy reached the cars of Strakosch’s 
business agent, as that same evening be exhibit- 
eda telegram from Strakosch, saying that he 
did not want any answer from Mr. Henry Maple- 
sou. Next day, at the matinee, Dec. 14, Mr. 
Joel came to the Academy, showed Mr. Maple- 
eon this dispatch, and said there must be a mis- 
take somewhere.

The manager said be bad forgotten the word- 
ing, and asked to see the dispatch again, ana 
take a copy. While copying,” Mr. Mapleson 
continued, be drew m attention toa fact I 
hed not noted, that the name was spelled 
‘Strakosh,’ instead of ‘sch’ final. He said 
‘See, this cannot mean Max Strakosch.“ { 
felt too annoyed at this subterfuge, because 
operators frequentiy omit letters. aud it was 
certain there was no other Strakosch at Louis- 
ville. Iwas certain that the dispatch was sent 
either by bim or for him. I have sent it to Mr.

This deficit was mainly owige 
to unfavorable weather on two occasions on the 
home grounds, when, if the games had been 
plaged, a handsome profit would have been 
shown on this year’s business. It was an- 
nounced that the salary-list for the coming sea- 
sou was over $3,000 lese than that of the pres- 
ent year. Messrs. A. H. Soden, Harry Wright, 
Fred E. Long, John C. Haynes, and A. J. Chase 
were unanimously re-elected Directors, Mr. 
Soden being made President, Long Treasurer, 
and Wright Clerk. Resolutions were unani-

LAW REFORM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnc do, Dec. 21.—Sirm: It is very gratifying 
that Mr. Fauntleroy has found a definite remedy 
for the cure of the law's delay,“ and also that 
he has received many letters on the subject, 
which show that a feeling exists which may 
prove stropg enough to effect a reform of some 
sort. It is to be hoped that he will press the 
matter aud continue to take the opinions oj 
business men on the subject. 

It is still more gratifying that he invited dis- 
cussion of his project, for it is quite likely that 
this will be necessary, if any intelligent action 
is to be had on the subject. 

His plan, as well as it can be gathered from 
the mass of vituperation in which he has smoth- 
ered it, is one of forced arbitration: 
words, an enactment that if one party toa suit 
saali refuse to submit the case to arbitrators, 
but shali proceed at law, he .aust pay all the 
expenses of such suit, whether it be there ad- 
judged that he was right or wrong in the merits 
To this effect he has prepared a 
petition to the Legislature praying for an act op 
the subject. 

What the Legislature will bring forth from 
this petition is beyond the realms of conjecture. 
Whether its bill will be as foggy as the act pro- 
viding for appeals from the County Court, or as 

Jetainer act, or the 
no one can tell; but, ia view of the novelty of a 
system of arbitration ignoring all forms of 
law, including Chitty snd other works on jug- 
glery and legerdemain,” 
will bring darkness upon the face of the earth, 
unless it may furnish the lawyers with a rich 
harvest in construction, and perhaps complete 
demolition of the new edifice. No, Mr. Faunt- 
leroy, you must present a bill already framed and 
analyzed.

MitwavukzEr, Dec. 11.—The present week has 
been one of the liveliest ever witnessed in Mil- 
waukee. For once our people have cast aside 
the attributes incidental to a “ great, overgrown 
Village and assumed the airs peculiar to a 
metropolis. The atmosphere has been resonant 
from an early hour in the morning to a late hour 
in the night with the music of sleich-bells; the 
leading . have been literally 
thronged with vehicles, and the sidewalks with 
people. The snow and the near approach of the 
holidays have contributed jointly to this wel- 
come result. A year ago the unpaved strests 
were covered knee-deep with mud, while the 
roads leading into the country were simply im- 
passable. Trade was at a complete standstill. 
Our merchants found no sale for their stocks of 
goods, and but little produce reached the mar- 
ket. Now farmers come in daily from points 
forty miles distant with their sleigts, @‘spose of 
the truck they bring. and return laden with 
supplies. Trade has received an impetus 
that is really eladdening to the eyes and 
heart. Hard times are forgotten for the mo- 
ment, and everybody seems rejoiced. And it is 
weil that these things should be and do exist, 
for our merchants have suffered from the com- 
mon dullness as long as patience and sicnder 
purse-strices could bear the strain. A visit to 
many retail establishments yesterday afternoon 
found them ali crowded with purchasers, mafoly 
of boliday-gifts. On all hands the writer re- 
ceived assurances that the trade promised to be 
nearly double that of a year ago. As a 
rule, articles of ornament, such 28 
oot jewelry and trinkets, are ignored, and 
at Te i yet far more usetul articles sub-

A VERITABLE BORE. 
The Washington-avenue eight-foot sewer tun- 
nel now im process of construction, which is 
interded to drain two thousand acres of low- 


Valley at a considerable depth beneath the sur- 
face; the maximum depth reached being fifty 
feet. about midway between Grand avenue and 
Wells street. The work, after leaving the 


starting point, is prosecuted by means of shafts 
sunk from the surface. In the first of these 


shafts the engineet’s lines proved to be wrong, 
and the tunnel for a considerable aistance was 
built two feet below the proper level before the 
error became apparent. This difference of two 
feet, the contractors claim, carried them 
through a bed of solid blue clay into 
a strata composed of red and quick sand. 
Ine accumulation of water from percolations 
through this sand entailed an additional ex- 
pense of $3,000, accordiog to their statement, 
that might otherwise have been avoided. A 
claim for this amount has already been filed 
against the city. But this is only the beginning 
of the trouble in store for the city officials and 
taxpayers. The presence of the bed of quick- 
sand in the first shaft compelled its abandon- 
ment. Theo a second shaft was sunk with no 
better success, aud had to be abandoned. Now 
a third shaft has beem sunk, between 
Grand avenue and Weils street, in which gangs 
of laborers are employed driftmg north and 

scuth, and putting in the masonry as they 
progress. flere again the quick and red sand 
enemy has been encountered, and water accu- 
mulates with such rapidity that ft has to be 
blown out with a syphon worked by steam day 
and night. To add to the discomfort and ex- 
peuse, the bottom has to be beld down, and the 
root propped up foot by foot, to prevent the 
occurence of accidents to those engaged in 
the work. Nearly all of the lumber 
used for bracing purposes must remain where 
it is placed. This alone entailx a large addi- 
tional expense upon the contractors. while every 
foot of the tunnel completed costs them consid- 
erable more than the contract price. Now they 

tup the claim that the contract figure was 
based. upon a representation that the drift for 
the entire 2,500 feet would be through a bed of 
firm biue clay, such having been the re- 
sult of the test-boring upon which 
the specifications were made. In- 
stead of the blue clay, however, 
thev find quick and red sand present, with their 
watery percolations. The blunder, it is claimed, 
must be charged to the City Engineer’s and Pub- 
lic Works Departments, and therefore the city 
will have iv pay roundty for the work over and 
above the contract figures. It is make or 
break with the contractors, and, if their tales 
are to be believed, it will be “ break.” They 
cannot drop the contract in its present shape, 
because then they could not reasonably ask 
and expect to get more than the figure 
for which it was by them 
the work sbould be done. ‘They pretend 
to see ruin staring them in the face if they go 
au, but go on they A and rely upon the 
courts for justice. Such is the gist of the talt 
given to Tue TRISUNI corresoondent during a 
visit to the great bore a few nights since.
